Former UNO Vice Chancellor 
Apologizes for Remarks from 
E-mail Message

HASTINGS, Neb. — Before lifting a few lines from a witty e-mail to 
enhance that term paper or speech you're working on, consider the con- 
troversy now swirling around Hastings College president Richard E. 
Hoover. 

A student who attended a Feb. 9 talk Hoover gave to a group of stu- 
dents, professors and administrators on campus thought some of his 
words sounded familiar. In his talk, Hoover listed elements important to 


life — family, friends, health and spirituality — and 12 don'ts in life such — 


as, “Don't estimate your worth by comparing yourself to others.” 

Those elements and cautions were a part of a speech written by a 
Bryan Dyson, a former executive of the Coca-Cola company, and they 
have been posted on several Web sites and forwarded via e-mail 
chains. When asked about the content of his speech, Hoover said he, 
too, had read the comments in an e-mail message he had received from 
a friend. 

Hoover, president of the college for five years, issued a public apol- 
ogy last week. In it, he said the message helped him “organize my 
thoughts.” 

He also added: “There are many of these thoughts, jokes, etc., that 
pass through cyberspace as we share with each other interesting top- 
ics and poems; we do not look for an author when one is not given.” 

Students didn’t appear entirely satisfied with Hoover's explanation. 
The Collegian, the campus newspaper, noted in an editorial that pla- 
giarism is knowingly using a writer's material without attribution. “We 
agree with Hoover's definition and believe that by his own definition por- 
tions of his speech were plagiarized.” 

After considering the matter during an executive session, the col- 
lege's faculty senate called Hoover's apology the “responsible thing to 
do.” 

Hoover was employed by UNO from August, 1980 to June, 1995. He 
served as Vice Chancellor of Education and Student Services, a posi- 
tion now known as Vice Chancallor of Student Affairs. 
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Larry Good president of P! Midwest spoke to UNO students Tuesday night in an event sponsored by 
PRSSA to launch SOLOBIZ.com. Good discussed how his business determines personality types in 
order to create a better working atmosphere between management and employees. He also discussed 
which personality traits were positives and negatives for entrepreneurs.

PRSSA Hosts P.I. Midwest 
President as Part of 
Bateman Competition

The UNO chapter of Public Relations 
Students Society of America sponsored a semi- 
nar featuring Omaha entrepreneur Larry Good 
Tuesday night. Good, president uf P.|. Midwest, 
spoke about his business of profiling people's 
personality strengths and weaknesses. The 
event was held as part of a national competition 
PRSSA is participating in to launch the Web site 
SOLOBIZ.com. 

“This adage that we're all created equal is not 
true,” Good said. “We're not.” 

Good is a Creighton University graduate who 
worked in banking after graduation. He left bank- 
ing to pursue an entrepreneurial career, and 
owned the Ranch Bowl until 1988. While there, 
Good realized his problem with the employee 
turnover rate was not a problem with his workers, 
but one with himself. He said he was not placing 
his employees in positions where they could do 
their best. He discovered a personality checklist 
which he developed into the Predictive Index. 

“Put a square peg in a square hole,” Good 
said. 

Good started selling his Predictive Index in 
1988 to help businesses profile their employees 
for the best placement within the company. He 
started his Omaha-based company P.|. Midwest 
in 1990. He now works with more than 300 com- 
panies across the nation. 


Good uses four categaries to define people’s 
personalities. They define a person's disposition 
to dominance, sociability, patience and formality. 
By having participants answer questions about 
how they think people see them and how they 
actually see themselves, Good’s company is able 
to identify personality types. He said the results 
can benefit companies in making placement 
decisions about their employees. 

“When you put the wrong person in the wrong 
spot, everyone else is going to suffer,” Good 
said. 

Good said that all people are taught to act in 
childhood. They are told to behave in different 
ways depending on the situations they're in, and 
that idea is applied throughout their lives. He 
said that acting in the workplace is a waste of 
time and energy. 

“Who are you really? tn the long haul, that's 
what really counts,” Good said. “What it takes to 
be something you're not is brutal.” 

Good had the audience participate in prob- 
lem-solving leadership exercises using the 


Predictive Index. Participants who turned in their 


surveys before the seminar were also given their 
personality profiles according to the index. 

The event was part of PRSSA's launch week 
of SOLOBIZ.com, a Web site designed to help 
people who want to start their own businesses. 
PRSSA is competing against about 50 other 
schools to promote SOLOBIZ.com in the 
Bateman Competition.

NEW YORK — When his term ends, U.S. Sen. Bob 
Kerrey will head for a new job as president of The New 
School University, school officials announced Feb. 16. 

The Nebraska Democrat will begin his college pres- 
idency in January 2001. Kerrey, who ran for president 
in 1992, announced he would retire from the Senate 


last month. Though his name has been mentioned as a 


possible vice-presidential candidate, Kerrey told The 
Chronicle of Higher Education that his decision to back 
Bill Bradley instead of Vice President Gore makes the 
“likelihood of getting a call to be a vice-presidential 
candidate ... slim to none.” 

The New Schoo! job is Kerrey’s first foray into high- 
er education, aside from an academic quarter he spent 
teaching on the Vietnam War's effect on American 
society at the University of California at Santa

David Low, cellist and professor of 
music, and Rimantas Vingras, professor 
of piano at Siauliai University presented 
a dual recital Sunday. The concert was 
the final stop on a tour which included 
performances at the University of South 
Dakota, Hastings College and the 
University of Nebraska-Kearney. 

Low called it “a genuine dual recital,” 
including pieces for piano and cello indi- 

‘vidually and together. “We wanted 

Eastern European music and we wanted 
American music, both North and South,” 
Low said. 

The eastern European component of 
the program included pieces by 
Frederick Chopin, Vladas Jakubenas, 
Alexander Skriabin and Lithuanian com- 
poser and artist Mikalojus Cuirlionis. 
Pieces with American influence included 
“American Perspective One,” composed 
for Low by Jackson Berkey, which Low 
said was “Americana at its best,” and a 
tango by Astor Piazzolla. UNO 
Professor Kenton Bales composed 
“Ballad and Variation” for the tour. 

The program for Sunday's recital was 
the same one Low and Vingras will play 
on a. two-week tour of Lithuania in June, 
playing in the capital city Vilnius as well 
as Kaunas, Siauliai, Panevezys and 
Ktaipeda. 

The venues in Lithuania will be small 
concert halls connected with universi- 
ties, though in the larger cities, they will 
be playing in small concert halls much 
like the Joslyn Museum's Witherspoon 
Auditorium. Low said smaller venues 
are more intimate for the chamber 
music. “The closer they (the audience 
members) are to you, the better it is,” 
Low said.

“One 
wants to check out how you create 
music because when you form a part- 
nership, you can be good players but if 
you don't look at it the same way, some- 
times it doesn’t work.” Low said. “But 
both of us look at music as more of a 
romantic expression of ourselves and 
we both play that way.” 

The artistic compatibility was only 
one part of making the partnership and 
tours succeed. 

“It's one thing to have a musician who 
looks at music and plays with you the 
same way, but when you're driving 
around, traveling long distances in the 
car for hours and hours and staying 
overnight and days, you have to, hope- 
fully get along with him, and he turned 
out to be a wonderful, warm, interesting,

A little boy traipsing around the house in daddy’s 
coat and shoes is cute. ‘ 

A little girl standing in front of the mirror in 
mommy's sunbonnet and jewelry is cute. 

Alittle city buying a police helicopter and arresting 
peddlers of adult entertainment is not cute. 

Bad comparison? Think again. 

If you look a little closer, Omaha has quite a bit in 
common with those lonely, imaginitive children. 

It’s a young city — with a history that really didn’t 
take shape until the East and West came together in 
an iron embrace of transcontinental rails. 

It is a city growing — physically, stretching its legs 
out into areas like Millard, Bellevue and Bennington. 

It is a city with dreams — dreams of one day play- 
ing on a level field with larger neighbors like Chicago 
and Kansas City. : 

But for all its vitality, growth and big dreams, 
Omaha is a city that has not yet come of age. 

Our city is standing in front of the mirror, all 
gussied up in downtown development and five lanes 
of Interstate and a police Air Patrol Unit. But a four- 
year-old dressed up as “daddy’ is still a four-year-old; 
and a small city surrounded by the trappings of a 
bustling metropolis is still a small city. 

Before Omaha can grow into its aspirations, cer- 
tain things must be understood: you will not go far 
without a sense of identity, maturity brings both rights 
and responsibilities, and the needs of the body must 
be served as well as the needs of the mind. 

Right off the bat, we've got a problem with identity 
— Omaha suffers from a chronic lack of it, at home 
and around the nation.. People outside the 
Midwest/plains states often think Omaha is the name 
of a state, if they think of it at all. 

I've lived here most of my life, but, well... | still 
don’t know what Omaha is. Is it the home of Boys 
Town? The zoo? We're no longer a cow town, so 
what are we? 

A new convention center and arena may make it 
possible for Omaha to host more and larger events, 
but what are we selling? What kind of image is 
Omaha trying to present? ‘ 

Growth is a great thing if it's done well. Omaha, 
you can have your arena, your heinous strip malls, 
and even your cop copter ... er, Air Support Unit. 

But please have a plan. I'm beginning to think the 
city has employed a million monkeys in hopes that 
some coherent vision will result from their scamper- 
ing and poop-slinging.

Money’s Influence on | 
Journalism Troubling |

AUSTIN — The craft of “real life” journalism has 
been corrupted by the media's conglomerate owner- 
ship and lured by wanton entertainment, acclaimed 
journalist Bill Moyers told a crowd of nearly 500 
Austinites and students at The University of Texas. 

The crowd, composed mostly of senior citizens and 
only a few dozen students, clapped in agreement 
throughout Moyers’ Feb. 17 lecture. 

“What's happening in journalism today is troubling,” 
Moyers said. “It’s so easy for a young professional to 


be seduced by the money, an adoring audience and 


designer clothes.” 

He was referring to Lisa Ling of daytime talk show 
“The View,” a show that capped the Ling’s career as “a 
real journalist.” 

“The biggest change I've seen has been the shift of 
news from government to consumer-driven stories,” 
Moyers continued. 

And it all makes a difference because “government 
can run a freeway through your backyard,” he said. 

Moyers went on to criticize the media for sacrificing 
“real-life” stories for celebrity coverage, mocking one 


leading paragraph for mentioning—in one sentence— . 


three celebrity names that had nothing to do with the 
news tidbit. The audience erupted in laughter. 

Moyers graduated with a degree in journalism from 
the UT-Austin in 1956, became President Lyndon B. 
Johnson's press secretary, publisher of Newsday, and 
later a CBS analyst. 

“He is awesome,” one student whispered during 
Moyers’ talk. 

“| read [Joseph Campbell and the] The Power of 
Myth and ! really enjoyed it,” said Kevin Stein, a soci- 
ology junior, sharing his disdain for the mass media. 
“{[Moyers’ speech] just reaffirms all the assumptions 
that | had before.” 

Other students were unmoved. 

“It’s futile because no one cares about [the media],” 
said Jenny Kovald, an advertising senior. “It’s all after- 
the-fact.” 

Nonetheless, Moyers received a standing ovation 
for his speech, which was titled “Journalism’s Last 
Stand” and filled with stories of his humble beginnings 
at a small-town paper and his time at the White 
House. 

“People do terrible things to each other,” Moyers 
concluded. “But it’s worse in the places where every- 
one is kept in the dark.”

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Howard Stern’s On-Air Search for New 
Mate Means Even Larger Audience 


NEW YORK — When Howard Stern 
and wife Alison separated fast October, 
the front door had barely closed behind 
him when he told the 10 million people in 
his national radio audience where they 
could expect this new drama to go from 
here. 

“All broads please call,” he said as 
opened his show on Monday, Oct. 25, the 
first program after the separation was 
announced. “If you'd just form a line out- 
side the studio, !’d appreciate it.” 

Getting a woman for the 46-year-old 
Howard has been a major theme of the 
show ever since. But he has been taking 
his sweet time doing anything about it. 

Despite a barrage of call-in volunteers 
and suggestions from his helpful in-studio 
posse of Robin Quivers, Gary Dell’Abate, 
Jackie Mariling and Stuttering John, it was 
seven weeks before Stern identified a 
woman he said he would actually like to 


|: Gate.-— Playboy mode! Angie Everhart. 


But since she sat on his lap for a few deep 
kisses on the Jan. 10 show, there’s been 


' The one ‘night she said she was free, 
after his birthday show on Jan. 21, he said 
he was seeing his kids that night. . 

On the Jan. 31 show, after the Globe 
reported she and Stern actually had gone 
out for a date — and he had bored her to 
death by pulling out pictures of his kids — 
they both called the story a pack of lies. 

It’s not that getting a girl for Howard 
has taken over the show, which is still 
rooted in Stern’s other doings and his 
often-screwy assortment of guests, listen- 
ers and callers. But among the new run- 
ning themes is a debate about whether 
producer Dell'Abate should set up audi- 
tions — say by bringing in models Stern 
thinks look good in catalogues or maga- 
zines. Babe roundups are not uncommon 
in showbiz — it was one of the duties of 
Elvis' Memphis Mafia — but Stern has so 
far declined to sign off on it. 

Last week he talked with comedian 
David Brenner about meeting women, and 
Brenner said calling attractive women's 
agents used to work for him. He added, 
however, that he made the calls himself. 

When Robin Givens guested on the 
show last month, she indicated she was 
open to a date. But after subsequent dis- 
cussion, Stern said they decided if they go 
out, it would just be as friends. 

This around the same time he was 
telling a female caller who had volun- 
teered for a date that she should forget it, 
because after a couple of months of sepa- 
ration, all he wanted was sex. 

The Howard Stern Dating Game, in 
other words, is not !ooking like a sprint. It's 
looking like a marathon. 

And purely as a radio strategy, that's 
looking brilliant. 

On that same Oct. 25 show, Stern 
remarked at one point, “if anything good 
comes out of (the separation), it'll be a 
highly rated show.” 


He nailed that one. In New York, he 
averaged 7.6 percent of the radio audi- 
ence last summer. In the fall, when the 
separation hit the headlines, he averaged 
9 percent — an increase of 18 percent. 

Therefore, not to sound callous, any- 
thing that helps maintain dramatic tension 
may heip keep, ratings high, and that’s 
good for everyone — including Stern, 
whose contract expires in November and 
who has already cranked up his familiar 
refrain that he isn’t sure he wants to do 
radio anymore. 

On the other hand, Stern has also 
strongly suggested his hesitation about 
plunging into the dating world stems from 
his uncertainty about the relationship with 
Alison, to whom he has been married for 
21 years and to whom he often said he 
expected to stay married for the rest of his 
life. 

“I'm going through a tough situation,” 
he said yesterday. “I don’t want ... 900 
women. ! don’t know what | want.” 

“He and Alison are human beings, and 
! totally believe the breakup devastated 
him,” says Chaunce Hayden, a sometime 
caller to Stern's show and host of a talk 
show on the Internet-radio network eYada. 
*[ think he was embarrassed and humiliat- 
ed, after all the things he'd said about their 
relationship over the years and in ‘Private 
Parts.’ : : 

“So when you get to the point he seems 
to have reached with Angie Everhart, it’s 
very complex. It would be for anyone. But 
in Howard's case, he’s got to go on the 
radio and talk about it every day. | think 
you hear that in his voice.” 

Stern has called the separation “the 
worst thing | can imagine anyone having 
to go through.” But while he often used to 
be graphic about his sex tife with Alison, 
he has said very little about the details of 
the separation, calling it “a marital prob- 
lem.” 


When a listener called last week to 
offer more advice than Stern thought he 
was qualified to give, he said, “Listen, you 
have no idea what’s going on in my life. 
None.” 

“If there’s a problem in his life, you 
know it will come out on the show,” says 
Hayden. “But what he’s giving us is the 
humor in it. That’s what the show is about 
— turning tragedy into a laugh. When 
Alison had the miscarriage, that was a bad 
time, too, but he found humor in it. That's 
what he does.” 

Not that the Howard Stern Dating 
Game is a nonstop laugh. After Howard 
and Everhart did their wet kiss, longtime 
sidekick Quivers said she wasn't sure how 
to react, because she’d known Stern for 
20 years and only ever seen him behave 
like that with one woman. Who was not 
Angie Everhart. 

“The first time he goes on a date, the 
whole world will be there to watch,” says 
Hayden. “I think that’s one reason he’s 
taking his time. But eventually he’s just 
going to have to say, ‘Screw it,’ and go out 
anyway, and then let the story grow old.”

Track Team Heads North 
for Championship

After seven competitions and several 
first-place finishes, the UNO track and field 
team travels to Fargo, N.D., for the North 
Central Conference Indoor Championships 
being held at the FargoDome today and 
tomorrow. 

The team has been preparing for this 
meet for quite a while. 

“We've been focusing on this meet for a 
couple weeks,” sophomore Carly Lambert 
said. “Everyone has been working hard for 
all the meets, but we know we all have to 
turn in top performances this weekend.” 

The Mavericks are ranked No. 1 in the 
latest NCAA Division Il Indoor Track and 
Field Team Dual Rankings. South Dakota 
State Is the only other NCC school ranked in 
the top-25 with a No. 6 ranking.
